PECULIAR WRECK. 


Ab Engine’s Freak Leads to a Dam- 
aging Smash-up. 
[ASSUCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


FERGUS FALLS (Minn.,) Dec. 3.— 
The Coast train on the Great Northern, 
west-bound, was wrecked near Barnes- 
ville last night. 

A switch engine at Barnesville was 
pushing a couple of carloads of coal up 
the chute. In some way the engine re- 
fused to stop, and the cars began to 
go over the end of the trestle, dropping 
twenty-five feet. The engine was re- 
versed and the engineer and fireman 
jumped. Just as .the engine reached 
the dropping-off place, the coupling 
broke and it backed down the decline 
on the main track. 

It then went west at a furious speed 
for two miles, where it struck the 
Coast train, whose engineer, Fred Gris- 
wold, and Fireman Carter jumped and 
were badly injured. The engines came 
together with terrific force, demolish- 
ing both and throwing five care off the 
track. The damage will reach $15,000. 


Internal Revenue Receipts. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—In his an- 
nual report to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Mr. Foreman, the Commis- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, esti- 
mates that the receipts from all 
sources for the current fiscal year will 
aggregate at least $155,000,000, in- 
crease over 1897 of about $8,300,000. .

Shefiield, Iowa, Merchant Shot Dead 
While Committing a Robbery.

Mother McKinleyNearing 
the End. 


The President Arrives Only to 
Leave Again. 


Spartan-like He Will Return to 
His Post. 


The Dying Woman Gives Her Great 
Son a Feeble Token of Recogni.- 
tion—Accepts from Him a Beauti.- 
ful Lily from the White House. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CANTON (0O.,) Dec. 3.—President Mc- 
Kinley will be in Washington for the 
opening of Congress next -Monday, 
whatever may be the issue of his moth- 
er’s illness. Although there has never 
been in the history of the government 
a case exactly similar, it is necessary 
for the President to be at the capital in 
person for the opening of a session of 
Congress, to receive the two joint com- 
mittees from the two houses, and until 
this committee has waited on the Pres-. 
ident and received his communication, 
the regular business of Congress can- 
not proceed. 

Mother McKinley is unconscious, and 
the attending physician can give the 
family no hope that she will ever re- 
turn to consciousness. The President 
can do absolutely nothing for her by 
remaining here. In view of these facts, 
the President feéls that it is his duty 
to return to Washington, so as not to 
delay the opening of Congress at the 
regular time. He has arranged to 
leave Canton at-2:05 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon in the special car provided 
for him, attached to the regular Penn- 
sylvania train which reaches Washing- 
ton Sunday morning. Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Day expects to return, to 
Canton early next week. He will leave 
Washington as soon as possible after 
attending the functions of the opening 
of Congress. 

Today was one of great suspense in 
the McKinley home. The nearness of 
the messenger of death was realized 
every moment’ of the day, ‘that 
there could be no other than a fatal 
ending to the iliness with which 
Mother McKinley was strickén Thurs- 
day morning. The attending physician 
could give them no hope of.a @ifferent 
result, and to remarkable constitu- 
tion of the woman who has reached the 
ripe old age of nearly 89 years without 
ilinéss of any Consequence he: attrib- 
uted the fact that the flame of life was 
not extinguished earlier. . 

The family surrounded the bedside 
all day, watching intently for any rally 
from the cOmatose condition in which 
the patient has been since the begin- 
ning of the illness, and at short inter- 
vals the doctor called. But the word 
from the sick room was almost without 
variation, family and doctor announc- 
ing from time to time increasing weak- 
ness and sinking away. Only .twice 
was this report varied by the announce- 
rent of evidence -of partial conscious- 
ness. The first was when President 
McKinley reached the sick room. His 
sister Helen announced his arrival, say- 
ing: ‘“‘Mother, here is William. If you 
recognize him, hold out you hand.” 

The enfeebled patient seemed to un- 
derstand and to make an effort to ex- 
tend her hand, which was immediately 
grasped by the devoted son. He 
thought he felt a responsive tighten- 
ing of her hand about his own as he 
did so, but the recognition was so 
slight as to be almost imperceptible. It 
was some time later that a second rally 
seemed to occur. A bunch of beauti- 
ful flowers was sent from the conserv- 
atory of the White House, and when 
they were taken into the room she no- 
ticed their arrival and seemed to make 
an effort to reach for one. The Presi- 
dent quickly selected a beautiful white 
lily and handed it to her. She took it 
in her hand and carried it to her 
bosom, it being apparent that she was 
conscious of the fact and appreciated 
the flower. Soon after this, about 
noon, she quieted down into a rest that 
seemed to be almost a natural sleep. 

Mrs. A. J. Duncan of Cleveland, who 
was summoned from Chicago, where 
she had been visiting, was the last of 
the four living children to arrive, and 
she came too late to be recognized’ by 
her mother. She made no effort on en- 
tering the room to gain recognition, 
because it was realized that the effort 
would net succeed, and that it would 
only disturb the patient. From this 
time on the gradual sinking of Mother 
McKinley continued. : 

How long her constitution will with- 
stand the assault of the disease no one 
can tell, but it seems that it cannot be 
much longer. The President has 
scarcely been out of the house since 
his arrival this morning, and spent 
most of the day in his mother’s room. 
Only when he felt the need of a little 
fresh air and exercise did he and his 
brother Abner leave the house for a 
short walk along the street at the side 
of the house. 

There have been many callers at the 
home today, aged lady friends of 
Mother McKinley being numerous 
among those who called to offer sym- 
pathy. Inquiries by telegraph were nu- 
merous, and megsengers were running 
to and from the house all day. If a 
radical change shall occur in the pa- 
tient’s condition, the doctor thinks it 
will come well into the morning. 

AT MIDNIGHT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

CANTON, Dec. 3.—Midnight.—No ma- 
terial change in the condition of Mrs. 
McKinley or the course of the dis- 
ease. It is surely wearing her out, 
and she shows greater weakness every 
hour. The President is still in her 
room, but will retire to secure some 
rest at 1 o’clock, if there is no mate- 
rial change at that time. 

GROWING WEAKER. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


CANTON, Dec. 4.—12:50 a.m.—Mrs. 
McKinley is still living, but is growing 
steadily weaker. 

LATER:—2:30 a.m.—Mother McKin- 
ley still alive; no perceptible change. 

RECOGNIZES HER SON. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS AY REPORT.] 

CANTON (0O.,) Dec. 3.+President Mc- 
Kinley. believes his mother recognized 
him as he knelt by her bedside. His 
sister Helen announced his arrival by 
saying: ‘Here, mother, is William. If 
you recognize him hold up your hand.” 

Mrs. McKinley did raise her left 


hand slightly, and the family believe it 
was in recognition of her son. He 
grasped her hand fondly, and says he 
seemed to feel a slight pressure from 
his mother’s efforts to return his greet- 
ing. This was the only incident of the 
sick room today. The family continued 
about the bedside, but except a con- 
tinued weakening, could not note any 


change. 


The plans of the President are to re- 
main here until 2 o'clock tomorrow, 
when he will return to Washington to 
look after some official business “hich 
makes it almost impossible to be ab- 
sent from. the capital at that time. 

At 12 o’clock Dr. Phillips visited the 
patient. ‘“‘There is no great change 
in Mother McKinley’s condition,” he 
said. “She is gradually sinking, and 
the end may come in a few hours. It 
is barely possible that she may survive 
several days.” 

As the day wore on, Mrs. McKinley 
lay apparently in the same condition 
as in the early morning. She was un- 
conscious, showed no evidence of suf- 
fering, and seemed to be passing 
quietly into the sleep of death. 

There was no encouragement! given 
the family by the attending physician, 
Dr. Phillips, who seriously doubted 
that the patient would survive. He 
fears that the end is very near, but 


said there was a possibility of her liv- |. 


ing for several days. 
Of her four children, three were at 
the bedside, and Mrs. A. B. Duncan of 


Cleveland, who has been visiting her 


daughter at Chicago, will be here at 
1:10 p.m. 
TELEGRAMS OF SYMPATHY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CANTON, Dec. 3.—At 1 o'clock there 
fs apparently a slight improvement 
in the condition of Mother McKinley. 
She has been sleeping for a time, the 
rest seeming to be nearly natural, An- 
other evidence of better condition was 
given on the arrival from the White 
House of a box of flowers. They were 
taken into the sick room and to the 
bedside. She reached for and held one 
of the flowers, seeming to enjoy its 
fragrance and its beauty. 

The improvement was of short dura- 
tion. At 2:30 o’clock the members of 
the family felt that she was steadily 
growing worse and could not last much 
longer. Mrs. Duncan arrived from Chi- 
cago at 1:30 o’clock. No effort was 
made to arouse the patient to see if 
she could recognize her daughter, as it 
was felt that it would be useless, the 
mother being then entirely uncon- 
scious. 

There has been a stream of telegrams 
pouring in since the first news of the 
illness, but none of these have been 
made public. | 

STEADILY GROWING WEAKER. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]} 

CANTON, Dec. 3.—At 3 o’clock it is 
announced at the McKinley home that 
Mrs. McKinley is growing weaker. Ex- 
cept to take a short walk for fresh air 
and exercise, the President has been at 
the bedside of his mother constantly 
since his arrival this morning. 


THE PRESIDENT’S ARRIVAL. 


Thrilling Midnight Race With 
Death--At the Bedside. 
{ASSOCIATED .PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
CANTON (0,,) Dec. 3.—This morning 


Mrs. Nancy Allison MeFinley was re- | 


ported sinking rapidly, and the.end ap- 
peared near. Before she lapsed into 
unconsciousness she Was given to un- 
derstand that her son had started for 
Canton from Washington. At each 
stop during the night word had been 
flashed to Canton of his progress, and 
at each stop a message told him that 
he was still in the lead in his thrilling 
midnight race with the grim reaper. 
Finally the President retired to sleep. 

When Pittsburg was reached at 7:15 
a.m., Judge Day accepted the offer of 
the railroad company, and a special 
engine was attached to the car. The 
President at that time was asleep. 
Without the loss of a moment, the spe- 
cial engine dashed out of the Smoky 
City. All the trains on the route were 
put on sidetracks, and the last 101 
miles was reeled off in two hours. . 

At 8:55 o’clock the train reached Can- 
ton. Upon his arrival at the home of 
his mother, President McKinley entered 
the sick room and knelt by the bedside. 
She was unconscious. The little family 
group was complete. Now all that re- 
mained was to wait for death, and 
hope that before it came: the mother 
would be able once more to recognize 
her loving children. 

His cousin, Charles R. Miller, Judge 
McCarthy and G. R. Freaze, met the 
President at the station with a car- 
riage, which hurried him to the home 
of his mother, and he has since been 
almost constantly at her bedside. 


ENGLAND HAS DESIGNS. 


WANTS TO OBTAIN CONTROL OF 
THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Present Condition of Affairs—The 
Canal is About One-third Fin- 
ished—More Money Needed to 
Continue Operationus—Fourteen 
Miles Completed. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Consul-Gen- 
eral Gudger at Panama has made a re- 
port to the State Department on the 
condition of the Panama Canal. 

He says that it is whispered that 
England is doing all in her power to 
obtain control of the canal. France 
may not push the work forward, but 
some other nation or some other com- 
pany will surely do so if those in charge 
forfeit their rights. 

The canal when completed will ex- 
tend from Colon, on the Atlantic, to 
Panama, on the _ Pacific, fifty-four 
miles. All along the route are sheds 
full of new and costly machinery. It 
is estimated the latter hag cost $100,- 
000,000, and that there has been ex- 


.| pended on the canal a total of $275,- 


000,000. A conservative estimate is that 
the canal is about one-third finished, 
but with the new machinery on hand, 
it is said the remainder of the work 
can be completed for $150,000,000. The 
report is that a force adequate to fin- 
ish the project in from seven to ten 
years will be put to W ork. 

During the next sixty days a com- 
mittee is to investigate the progress 
of affairs and an effort will be made 
to get more money to continue opera- 
tions. The canal is practically com- 
pleted from Colon to Bajeo, fourteen 
miles, but this is te least expensive 
part. The great diffculty is in passing 
the Calebria Ridge. The width of the 
canal will be 160 feet at the top and 72 
feet at the bottom, except through the 
ridges, whére it will be 78 feet wide at 
the top and 29 feet at the bottom. 


Bunk Commissioners’ Circular. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—The 
Bank Commissioners have issued a cir- 
cular to all the banks in the State, 
ealling upon them to prepare and send 
in statements of the condition of their 
finances on November 30. The previous 
statement was for July 31. 


WASHINGTON. 


Congressmen Preparing 
lor Business, 


Proposed National Control of th 
Nicaragua Canal. 


Twenty Contests to Be Made in 
the House. 


Speaker Reed Has a Flood of Call- 
ers—He Does not Expect a Pro- 
tracted Session—Speculnation Con- 
cerning the President's Message, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Despite the fact that the 
commission to report upon the feasi- 
bility of the Nicaragua route for a 
transoceanic canal will sail soon for 
Greytown, and that the Alert, which 
was today ordered from San Francisco 
to the western end of the line of the 
canal, is not expected to return until 
some time in January, there will be 
not a halt in pressing plans for na- 
tional control of the waterway. 

Congressman Barham, who arrived 
with his wife, son and daughter to- 
day, says that as there is so much tes- 
timony as to the practicability of the 
route, he will press through the-com- 
mittee q bill for national contro! of 
the canal with the idea that it will be 
ready for passage when the report of 
the commission is sent in. There isa 
belief that nothing will be done this 
session, as the members of the com- 
mission said before they left here that 
they did not expect to report in time 
for action by the present Congress. 


CASTLE ON CURRENCY. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Representative Castle of 
San Diego district arrived at Wash- 
ington tonight direct from California. 
He is of the opinion that there will be 
no currency legislation this winter. 
“In fact,” said Castle, “I don’t see 
that Congress is likely to accomplish 
anything of importance Bt this ses- 
sion.” OCION. 


OPENING OF CONGRESS. 


Possibility That the {Formalities 
May Be Delayed, 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The ad- 
vices received at the White House to- 
day regarding the condition of the 
President’s mother indicate that she 
can hardly survive more than a few 
days at most. It is the President's in- 
tention to return to Washington for 
the opening of Congress Monday, if his 

mother’s condition will permit. . 

In the event of his being detained at 
Canton, there may be some delay in 
the regular programme at the opening 
of Congress. Several Presidents have 
sent communications to Congress while 
absent, but at the opening of a session, 
the formalities are such as to require, 
under ordinary circumstances, the per- 


sonal presence of the President in 
Washington. Each house appoints a. 
committee to wait upon the Executive 
and inform him that Congress is or- 
ganized, and ready to receive any com- 
munication he may desire to transmit. 
It is in response to this invitation that 
the Pree'? transmits to Congress 
the annual message containing his 
recommendations. 

Should the President be absent these 
formalities, which are courtesies be- 
tween the Executive and legislative 
branches of the. government, rather 
than legal or constitutional require- 
ments, might be dispensed with, and 
another might simply direct the trans- 
mission of his message through the 
regular White House channels. It is 
more likely, however, if the President 
is detained at Canton, that Congress 
will adjourn and await his return. 
Should President McKinley, however, 
desire not to delay Congress, the writ- 
ten message, which is now at the 
White House, could be sent to Canton 
for his Signature and be transmitted 
to both houses at the opening Monday.

He was admitted to the bar that 
year. He was elected to the Assem- 
bly in 1875, and was reélected two years 
later. In the latter year the House 
was equally divided, and he became 
the leader on the Republican side, 
which brought him forward. He was 
elected State Senator in 1382, and was 
reélected and became President of the 
Senate in 1886. He was delegate-at- 
large to the Republican National Con- 
vention in 1888. In 1895 Gov. Wertz of 
New Jersey offered Gov. Griggs a place 
on the Supreme bench of that State, 
which he declined to accept. Next year 
he was elected Governor of New Jersey, 

His wife was Miss Elizabeth T. Rice 
of Cleveland, O. They have two song 
and four daughters.

Meiklejohn, Assistant Secretary of 


War, has just returned from a tour of 
inspection of the western’ military 
posts, extending to the Pacific Coast 
and embracing some twenty States 
and Territories. Most excellent condi- 
tions were found to prevail at all posts 
visited, with one exception, and that 
has been abandoned since his inspec- 
tion. 

He was enthusiastic in his praise of 
the officers and men, and doubts if 
their equals exist in any foreign army. 
He says the superb discipline and mili- 
tary spirit everywhere conspicuous re- 
flects great credit upon Gen. Miles. 

Mr. Meiklejohn made a thorough in- 
spection of the higher power guns and 
mortar batteries at the Presidio of San 
Francisco. He is strongly impressed 
with the wisdom of the recommenda- 
tion of the Secretary of War in his an- 
nual report for additional force of ar- 
tillerymen to care for and handle the 
guns belonging to our fortifications and 
sea-coast defenses. He says Secretary 
Algér-put the whole thing in a nut- 
shell when he said a visit to any of 
these batteries must convince any pra”- 
tical mind of. the necessity for imme- 
diate action in this matter. 

During his absence of about six 
weeks, Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn 
sought all possible ways to ascertain 
the condition of business throughout 
the country. He is optimistic in his 
views, and says there cannot be, the 
slightest doubt but that we have al- 
ready entered upon a period of great 
national prosperity.

ALGER RECEIVES A TELEGRAM 
FROM PORTLAND. 


The People United on the Subject 
of Sending Food Supplies to the 
Starving Klondikers—Will Send 
All the Government Will Trans- 
port, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
_ WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Secretary 
Alger received a telegram this morn- 
ing in regard to the destitute miners in 
the Klondike, from W. S. Mason and 
H. R. Lewis, representing the Portland 
Chamber of Commerce and the Klon- 


| dike Relief Committee of that chamber. 


It reads as follows: Te 

“It has been most gratifying to the 
citizens of this great country that the 
President and yourself enlisted in the 
cause of our threatened citizens in the 
far north, and that your responses to 
our efforts to obtain government aid 
for the relief expedition which we 
‘prayed for, has been prompt and full 
of encouragement. 

“Situated as we are at the terminus 
of one of the great Alaskan lines of 
steamers, and having many of our fel- 
low-citizens in all the northern ports, 
our facilities for obtaining reliable re- 
ports as to the condition of the people 
‘on the banks of the Yukon are npt sur- 
passed, and we foresaw the terrible 
condition of affairs which has been 
made manifest to the world since the 
arrival of the handful of miners who 
have escaped from the icy prisons of 
the-far north. Our people are united 
and thoroughly in earnest, and Port- 
land has undertaken to gather the food 
products necessary for the relief of the 
destitute miners at our wharves. We 
will assemble a store of food as great 
as the government will transport® and 
the largest vessel they have at their 
disposal can be filled if necessary, un- 
less we totaly misinterpret the spirit 
the people of the Northwest. 

‘Inasmuch as Portland is the rail- 
road center of the Northwest, and the 
carriage of all the rations for the sup- 
ply of the Yukon come from the sur- 
rounding country, it seems proper that 
the departure of the expedition should 
be from this city, and we trust you will 
promulgate orders to this effect. With 
the utmost consideration and respect, 
we have the honor,” ete. 

The Secretary replied at once, saying 
suggestions would receive due consid- 
eration and that he would communi- 
cate with the Klondike Relief Commit- 
tee when Comgress shall have made a 
necessary provisions for the relief of 
the miners, and some definite arranze- 
ments shall have been made for the 
proposed expedition.

He says there are in the province 
40,000 concentrados, peasants gathered 
in from the country and neighbor- 
in- 
surgents or to prevent them from 
joining the enemy, and that they are 
all in want. Of this number 15,000 are 
orphans, and the majority are chil- 
dren of tender age. 

The commissioner adds that the con- 
centrados are badly distributed. At 
Pinar del Rio, the capital, for in- 
stance, there are 460 of these unfortu- 
nate people, while at towns like Con- 
solacion and Candelaria there are 
over four thousand of the sufferers. 


GEN. BLANCO’S PLAN,

PILLSBURY IS WARM. 


The Commander of the Vesuvius 
Makes a2 Statement... 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT ] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Commander 
Pillsbury of the Vesuvius, which has 
been doing some hard work off the 
Florida coast, engaged in heading off 
filibustering expeditions, has been an- 
noyed by the publication in the news- 
‘papers a few days ago of a story to 
the effect that he allowed the tug 
Dauntless to pass with the schooner 
tow, which carried supplies of war to 
the Cuban insurgents. The commander 
has written a letter to,the Navy De- 
partmént in which he says he had con- 
sidered the matter of such slight im- 
portance heretofore that he had not 
mentioned it to the department, but the 


width of the publication calls now for. 
"an answer, which he gives in the fol- 


lowing form: 

‘On November 11 I heard that the 
Dauntless was at Fernandina for fumi- 
gation. The Vesuvius proceeded to that 
port at once to keep her under ob- 
servation. She was found just cross- 
ing the bar for Jacksonville, to which 
port the Vesuvius accompanied her. 

“She was thoroughly searched and 
allowed to proceed to the city. She 
was taken on the ways, cleaned and 
painted, and a few minor repairs made 
to boilers and engines. On November 
17 she put in the water again and on 
that day the Vesuvius proceeded to the 
‘mouth of the river to await her com- 
ing. On Friday, November 19, the tug 
came down the river with the schooner 
Jennie Thomas of Baltimore in tow, 
bound for Savannah. Both the tug and 
the schooner were searched thoroughly 
and. critically. The schooner was 
empty and was cleared for Savannah. 
The tug had nothing on board but

She moored the 
schooner for the night near by and 
went to a wharf at Pilottown. The 
next morning at very early daylight, 
just before she got under way, an of- 
ficer was again sent on board and an- 
other search made, with the same re- 
sult.

HAYTIAN MINISTER DISTURBED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Haytian 
Minister Leder was an early caller 
at the State Department today, having 
news from home of a most disquiet- 
ing nature. 

Secretary Sherman being still con- 
fined to his home by a cold, and As-

FATALLY STABBED. 


A PROMINENT MINING MAN’S 
DEADLY ENCOUNTER. 
Quarreled Over Money Matters 


With a Mine Employee—Both 
Arrested by Police. 


WERE ON THE WAY TO JAIL. 


WILLIAMS, THE WOULD-BE MUR- 
_DERER, IS UNDER ARREST. 


Manager Fillmore on Impossible 
Schedules—Inapection of Distil- 
leries—Child Burned—New 
Telephone Line.

WHITEHILLS (Ariz.,) Dec. 3.— 
Last night, about 7 o’clock, George 
Sanford, a prominent mining man, who 
has been operating on the Colorado 
River about thirty miles. from here, 
was fatally stabbed by Jack Williams, 
a miner in the employ of the White- 
hills Mining and Milling Company. 
Sanford came into  Whitehills 
Wednesday from the river, and last 
evening got into a quarrel with Wil- 
liams over money matters, and both 
‘Sanford and Williams were arrested 
by a police officer, who started with 
them to the jail. On the way, Wil- 
liams drew a knife and stabbed San- 
ford in the groin, inflicting a fatal 
wound. 
Sanford’s wife and two children, 
who have been staying in Kingman, 
were notified immediately by wire, 
and Mrs. Sanford procured a team 
and left at once for her husband, who, 
it was thought, could not live until 
she arrived, but is still alive, al- 
—e the doctors say he cannot live 
ong. 
“ Mrs. Sanford arrived in Whitehills 
-at 3 o’clock this morning, having rid- 
den sixty miles in six hours to be 
with her dying husband. Williams, 
who did the stabbing, is under arrest, 
and will be tried as soon as the ex- 
tent of Sanford’s injuries «are deter- 
mined. If Sanford dies, this will be 
the. first murder in Whitehills since 
the Whitehills company took charge 
of the properties here. They have taken 
every precaution to hire only sober, 
‘steadv men, and make Whitehills a 


STABBED IN A SALOON. 


George Grunzendorffer Murdered in 
a Scuffle With an Unknown Man, 
[ASSOCIATEwv PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—Georg¢ 
Grunzendorffer, a laborer 40 years of 
age, who was stabbed last night in a 
saloon at No. 655 Clay street, died in

Grunzendorffer came to this city last 
‘all from the country, where he had 
been working on a fruit ranch, since 
which time he has not.been employed.

GIGANTIC DISTILLERY FRAUDS. 


Internal Revenue Collector Lynch 


Finds Them in Santa Clara. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.1 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 3.—Special 
Government Agent Thomas has just 
returned from an inspection of the dis- 
tilleries in the country,south of this 
city. Since his return. hints of a 
scandal in connection with the dis- 
tillery business’ have been heard, and 
it is reported that Internal Revenue 
Collector Lynch has sent particulars 
of the unearthing of gigantic revenue 
frauds to Washington. 

The story is that several large dis- 
tilleries, some of which are in Santa 
Clara county, have been defrauding 
the government for a period ranging 
from two to four years by manufac- 


‘turing a greater quantity of spirits 


than they paid taxes on. Evidence 
has been secured establishing the fact 
that the distillers bribed government 
Officers to underestimate the quantity 
of spirits and the capacity of the 
plant. 

The peculations are said to amount 
to a large sum in the aggregate, and 
proceedings against the guilty parties 
will be instituted immediately. It is 
expected that arrests will be made as 
soon as ali the evidence shall have 
been arranged, and that the United 
States grand jury will be asked to 
take a hand in the affair. 


DEADLY QUARREL. 


Gamblers Dispute Over Winnings 
and One Kills the Other. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
PORTLAND (Or.,) Dec. 3.—Frank 
Williams, a gambler, was shot and 
instantly killed this morning by George 
Barrett, another gambler, in a saloon 
on Alder street, between Third and 
Fourth. The men had a dispute over 
the division of some winnings, and 
had threatened one another.

THE DREYFUS “SYNDICATE.” 


Zola’s Pen Active in Defense of 
the Hebrews. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—A dispatch to 
the World from Paris says Zola as- 
serts: Pe 
4 “TI have substantial proofs of Drey- 
fus’s innocence. He will not remain in 
exile. I have made his liberation my 
affair. I will devote my life to it. The 
explanations of Esterhazy are con- 
temptible. Everything accuses him. 
He condemned himself by changing his 
style of handwriting after the publish- 
ing of the Borderreau (the memoran- 
dum on which Dreyfus was con- 
victed.)”’ 

Another article by Zola is printed in 


the Figaro under the heading, ‘“‘The 


Syndicate.” In it Zola writes: 

“The very conception of a Hebrew 
syndicate having been formed to buy 
the release of Dreyfus and the condem- 
nation of another in his stead every- 
body knows to be manifestly base, 
puerile and simple. It is worthy of 
those who invented it. Dreyfus was 
condemned for treason by a court-mar- 
tial. From that moment he became a 
traitor—not a man, but an abstraction 
embodying the idea of his murdered 
country and representing not only 
present but also past treason to the 
obstinate mind, only mindful that his 
treason might have defeated us.’’ 

Continuing, ironically, he says: 

“It (the syndicate explanation) is 
simple enough. He is a Hebrew. The 
Hebrews, rich and powerful, without a 
country, will secretly work to get him 
out of his difficulty by purchasing 
men’s consciences and involving all 
France in the meshes. of.an atrocious 
conspiracy. So the syndicate is ‘formed’

guished personages corrupted whose 
honesty of years is bought at fancy 
prices. 

“These alleged syndicate members 
are French citizens, our equals, our 
brothers, whom imbecile anti-semitism 
drags daily in the dirt. An attempt 
was made to crush them through Drey- 
fus, by making the fruit of one the 
crime of the whole race. It is easy to 
understand. They are supposed to pas- 
sionately desire to make manifest to 
all the innocence of their co-religion- 
ists. The newspapers which abuse 
Dreyfus’s brother because he did his 
duty are a disgrace to the press of 
France. 

“France is no longer France if she 
can be so deceived and driven to mad 
rage against an unfortunate being who, 
for five years, has been expiating un- 
der atrocious conditions, a crime he 
never committed.” 


INTERESTING ITEMS 


Concerning Prices and Labors in 
Japan—Wages Increasing. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Vice-Con- 
sul Sharp at Hiogo has sent to the 
State Department some clippings from 
papers in Japan relating to prices and 
labor in that country. The Kokurnin 
Shimbun says, the rise in the price of 
commodities becomes’ greater and 
greater every day. Compared with ten 
years ago, prices have risen 45 per 
cent., while wages have increased 39.2 
per cent. 

The Kobe Herald gives some statis- 
tics regarding Japanese laborers 
abroad. In 1896 there were 20,360. males 
and 3263 females abroad. Hawaii and 
Russia have the bulk of these laborers. 
In 1896 the United States had 1955 males 
and 72 females. Hawaii in 1895 had 
1872 males and 442 females, and in 
1896, 7560 males and 1653 females.

[ASSOLIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


OMAHA (Neb.,) Dec. 3.—On behalf 
of the members of the South Omaha 
Live-stock Exchange, the attorneys 
have filed answer in the United States 
court to the suit of the government of 
the United States, in which the gov- 
ernment seeks to dissolve the .live- 
stock exchange under what is known 
as the anti-trust law of the United 
States. 

The case is considered of the ut- 
most importance throughout the 
country, as it involves the validity of 
every live-stock exchange, whether its 
business be that of live stock or 
speculative stocks; and a great variety 
of business establishment all over the 
United States. 

The answer sets out that it is the 
customary practice of all cities and 
commercial points to form exchanges 
or boards of trade to facilitate the 
making of such place a trade center. 
Such exchanges are formed by dealers 
in stocks, bonds, grain, cotton and 
other agricultural products; live stock, 
oils, mines, and. in most every trade 
in commodities. 

The answer alleged that such as- 
sociations do not engage in business, 
but simply prescribe rules and pro- 
vide facilities for the transaction of 
business, and each member is left free 
to compete with other members for 
his fair and just share of the business 
of the community. The answer sets 
up the formation of the South Omaha 
exchange, and embodies the printed 
copy of its rules. 

Referring to the Union Stock Yards 
Company and the Omaha stock -yards, 
the answer denies that it is a public 
market, but alleges that it is a pri- 
vate concern; that the cattle shipped 
in are placed in pens owned by the 
company, and remain there until sold, 
and the commission merchants selling 
stock has no further control over the 
disposition of the stock. The an- 
swer denies that the stock-yards af- 
ford the only available place in the 
territory for the sale of stock, and 
alleges that the greater portion are 
sold by negotiations conducted ‘away 
from the yards and the exchange. 

It also denied that the business of 
commission merchants is commerce 
partaking of an interstate nature, 
within the constitutional meaning. A 
denial is also made that persons not 
members, who ship stock to South 
Omaha are compelled to reship to other 
markets. but it is alleged that they are 
offered every facility for the making 
of sales. The defendants deny un- 
lawful combination. 

The exchange. asserts its right to 
maintain organization, and that it is 
not compelled to deal with any mem- 
ber who has been expelled for mis- 
conduct or who is threatening to de- 
stroy the exchange from personal mo- 
tives. The answer concludes with the 
statement that, instead of hindering 
or retarding the owners of live stock 
in the sale of their stock, the purpose 
of the exchange is to facilitate such 
sale, and to promote and increase the 
volume of business done at the stéck- 
yards.

The re- 
mainder of the water was practically given 
to the Santa Paula Water Works all the

CALIFORNIA LEMONS. 

A New York dispatch, under date 
of December 3, quotes the New York 
Journal of Commerce as authority for 
the statement that the receipts of for- 
eign lemons up to date have been less 
than half the receipts for the corre- 
sponding weeks of 1896, while the car- 
goes afloat show a relatively smaller 
aggregate of consignments. Notwith- 
standing this notable decrease in im- 
portations, the prevailing prices are 
lower than those of a year ago, and 
the tendency of prices has been stead- 
ily downward since the opening of the 
season. 

Principal among the reasons ad- 
vanced for the present condition of the 
markets is ‘the increasing competition 
of California fruit, which this year has 
entered the markets in quantity where 
it was almost unknown previously.” 
The Journal, of Commerce expresses 
the opinion that California lemons will 
eventually displace imported lemons 
in nearly all sections of the country. 

These statements from a commercial 
and non -poijitical publication are a trib- 
ute to the wisdom of the framers of 
the Dingley tariff law. They also show 
conclusively that the placing of a dtty 
of 1 cent per pound on importations 
of citrus fruits was a wise expedient, 
beneficial alike to American producers 
and American consumers. The imme- 
diate results are beneficial, and the 
future results will be a continuing 
benefit, not alone to the orchardists of 


citrus fruits throughout the United 
States.

The opponents of the 1-cent rate on 
citrus fruits—most of whom are im- 
porters of foreign fruits—were vocif- 
erous and persistent in declaring that 
the proposed duty would raise -the 
prices of citrus fruits to an exorbitant 
figure, and that the supply would be 
unequal to the demand because of the 
exclusion of the foreign product. The 
groundlessness of these forebodings is 
shown by current market quotations, 
Not only are prices lower than those 
of one year ago, but the American mar- 
ket is in control of American produc- 
ers, with the prospect that the domes- 
tic product will eventually displace the 
foreign product altogether. “The ‘n- 
creasing competition of California 
fruit,’ under the encouragement of a 
protective tariff which protects, has 
wrought this marvelous change in a 
few short months. It is merely a repe- 
tition of familiar history. It is a fresh 
exemplification of the vast and prac- 
tical benefits which flow to all the peo-

GERMANY IN CHINA. 

' Dispatches from St. Petersburg inti- 
mate that Russia will not permit Ger- 
many to occupy, permanently, Kiao- 
chau Bay, on the Shan-Tung Penin- 
sula, in‘China. Dispatches from Ber- 
lin, of even date, announce that the 
German Naval Department has given 
orders for the immediate dispatch of 
600 artillerymen with field guns and 
1000 marines to the scene of trouble in 
China. 

These advices would seem to indi- 
cate a possible conflict of interests be- 
tween Germany and -Russia in China. 
But the chances are that there will be 
The more probable 
outcome will be an agreement, either 
tacit or specific, between the leading 
powers of Europe, for the acquisition 
of important rights and concessions in 
China—including, no doubt, the virtual 
confiscation of more or less Chinese 
territory—with or without the consent 
of the Chinese government. The sum- 
mary action of Germany in the Kiao- 
chau Bay affair may evoke some for- 
mal protests, but the opposition to 
Germany's operations will hardly go 
farther than that. Russia cannot op- 
pose German aggressions with very 
good grace, for it was largely through 
the “good offices” of Germany that 
Russia was enabled to gain practical 
control of Manchuria, at the close of 
the Japan-China war, and to secure a 
considerable influence in the affairs of 
Korea. France, having recently 
formed a close alliance with Russia, 
will probably follow the policy pur- 
sued. by the Czar, in spite of the strong 
temptation to balk the _ oriental 
schemes of Germany. France, as a 
further inducement to keep out of the 
Shan-Tung imbroglio, will probably be 
permitted to do about as she pleases 
in Southern China. Great Britain is 
apparently not regarded as an import- 
ant factor in the eastern problem, and 
has not as yet shown any dispé@sition 
to take a hand one way or the other. 
But it is hardly probable that the 
British government will keep out of 
the affair, though it is by no means to 
be assumed that it will oppose the pro- 
gramme of the other powers. Great 
Britain will be far more apt to fall in 
line and claim her full share of the 
spoils. 

China will be powerless against a 
combination of the European powers to 
acquire naval stations, commercial 
ports, or even territory along her sea- 
coast. The late war demonstrated 
conclusively that the Chinese are not 
Notwithstanding 
their overwhelming numbers, they 
could not cope with any western na- 
tion, much less with the western ua- 
tions acting in concert. If the Eu- 
ropean powers can agree upon a joint 
policy, they can do what they please 
in China, even to the parceling up of 
the empire among themselves. The 
only power that would have to be 
reckoned with would be Japan, whose 
navy will soon be the equal of any in 
the world. Japan will, of course, be 
jealous of European encroachments in 
the Orient, and will probably be dis- 
posed to resist such encroachments by 
force. But while Japanese resistance 
would be formidable, it would avail 
but little against the concerted action 
of the great European powers. If 
these powers so will it, the empire of 
China will disappear as a political fac- 
tor in the far East.

THE RICH MAN’S CHURCH. 

The question is frequently asked, 
“why men do not attend church,” and 
why the religion of the sects is in a 
great méasure losing its once strong 
hold on the sentiments, emotions and 
understanding of mankind in general? 
An answer to both these queries may 
be found in the thought that in far too 
many churches of the land, religion as 
taught theretn, or at least as ‘‘prac- 


term, is not the religion of Christ, but 
the religion of caste; the religion of 
fine linen, and not the religion of 


the religion of the mass. 

As a specimen of the church methods 
of these modern days, the following 
dispatch from New York to the Chicago 
Chronicle.will serve as a striking but 
perhaps not unusual example of the 
way they do things in the rich ‘houses 
of. God” in the nation’s metropolis.

“Rev. Dr. Henry Frank of Dover, N. 
J., a week or two ago; made a tour 
among some of the churches in Greater 
New York, and was surprised to dis- 
cover that some professedly Christian 
churches favor an aristocracy of wealth 
that seeks the humiliation of the 
masses and manifests the utmost con- 
tempt for the poor. 

“He went in the garb of a respectabie 
mechanic to see whether any wealthy 
church would receive him cordially. Jn 
one church he stood seventeen minutes, 
and then went vut because no usher 
offered him a seat. In another church 
he took 4 seat, but very soon a large 
man laid a heavy hand upon his shoul- 
der and brusquely demanded to know 
what right he ‘had there, and ordered 
him out. In another he stood eleven 
minutes waiting, hat in hand, to be 
asked to take a seat. The ushers eyed 
‘him from head to foot, and, judging 
from his appearance that he was a poor 
mechanic, superciliously passed him 
by. Every movement they made seemed 
to say ‘Get out of here,’ and therefore 
he left. | 

“He visited five churches, and was

THORN’S SENTENCE. 


Will Be Electrocuted in the Second 
Week of January. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY KEPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Martin Thorn, 
convicted on Monday of the murder 
of William Guldensuppe, was today 
sentenced to be electrocuted in the 
week beginning January 10, 1898. When 
Thorn was brought ‘into court in Long 
Island City he preserved the same 
imperturbable experssion of counte- 
nance that he had worn at_ every 
crisis in the working out of his fate 
during the trial, and when Justice 
Maddox put the customary questions 
to him he responded promptly and 
without outward evidence of emotion. 

“My true name,” said the murderer, 
“is Thorieswisky. , I was born in Ger- 
many, and am 35 years old. I am a 
barber, and have never been in prison 
before. I was brought up in the re- 
ligious belief of the Roman Catholic 
Church. I can read and write. My 
father is living. I am not married.” 

The Judge proceeded to pass sen- 
Seg solemnly and impressively. He 
said: 

“Thorn, you were indicted, charged 
with having premeditated and caused 
the death of William Guldensuppe. 
You have had a fair trial, in the 
course of which you were defended 
by the ablest and most astute coun- 
sel. ‘They could not have done more 
for you. Every effort was made by 
them to save you. After that, the 
jury found you guilty of murder in the 
first degree,. and the punishment for 
that is death. 

“Reflect upon it. Reflect upon the 
death of him whom you slew. It is 
the duty of the. court:to fix a‘time 
for your execution—the law prenounced 
the punishment. I shall give you a 
reasonable time, the law permits me 
to do -that.- It is needless for me to 
state anything touching the facts in 
the case, more than to say that the 
evidence: justifies the verdict. The 
judgment of the court .is that you 


| shall be taken to the State prison at 


Sing Sing, within a reasonable time, 
and that there you shall be. executed 
in the form prescribed by law, in the 
week beginning January 10, 1898.’ 

Thorn listened without moving a 
muscle, and when the Judge had fin- 
ished, he inclined his head slightly 
forward, as if bowing to the court. 
The prisoner’s lawyers then handed 
up an affidavit applying. for an a. 
peal. Justice Maddox took the a 
davit, and will pass on it later. Thorn 
was then led. back to jail. 

“MRS. NACK’S PLEA. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—After a con- 
sultation with Judges Maddox and 
Smith, Dist.-Atty. Youngs decided, it 
is said, ‘to accept a plea of manslaugh- 
ter in the first degree for Mrs. Nack, 
the accomplice of Martin Thorn, in 
the murder.of William Guldensuppe, ac- 
cording to the Herald. The extreme 
penalty for this degree of crime is 
twenty years’ imprisonment, with, a 
commutation of seven years and seven 
months. 

Mrs. Nack’s lawyers, before Mrs. 
Nack confessed, it is announced, came 
to an understanaing with the District 
Attorney that she would surrender her- 
self to the State as a witness only on 
condition of being allowed to plead to 
manslaughter. Youngs saw the force 
of Friend’s reasoning that even if con- 
victed, the woman would not be exe- 
cuted, and at the beginning of the first 
trial, in view of Attorney Howe's de- 
fense, felt compelled to accept her con- 
fession. 

Judges Maddox and Smith now see 


the matter in the same light, aided, 


however, in their conclusion by new 
points which Mrs. Nack brought to 
the attention of her counsel. 

Mrs. Nack, it will be remembered, put 
all the blame on Thorn, and swore that 
it was he who fired the shot which 
killed Guldensuppe, and it was he who 
cut him up, she only aiding in carrying 
away the parts of the body. Gotha, it 
will be remembered, swore that Tnorn 
told him he was in the cottage before 
Mrs. Nack and Guldensuppe got there 
on Friday morning, and that he ex- 
ploded his revolver twice to make sure 
that it was all right. 

Mrs. Nack’s point is this: Two bul- 
lets were found in the walls of the cot- 
tage, corroborating Gotha’s story of 
Thorn’s confession to him. It was 
proved beyond a doubt that she and 
Guldensuppe were seen getting off the 
trolley car together and entering the 
cottage. This being so, how could she 
‘practice firing with a pistol in the prés- 
ence of Guldensuppe? Moreover, it was 
proven beyond a. doubt that Thorn

Windows rattled and buildings swayed, but 
no serious damage resulted. The shock lasted 
abecut a minute. 

A dispatch from Ripley, W. Va., says that 
John S. Morgan, the murderer of a family, 
who was sentenced to be hanged December 16, 
escaped from jail last night. Great excite- 
mént prevails, and posses are scouring the 
country in every direction.

A London dispatth says the coroners jury 
which’ hag been inquiring into the death of 
Cecil Barnard, the ‘well-known society en- 
tertainer, who was killed Wednesday evening 
last by falling from a second-floor window of 
the Savage Club, rendered a verdict yester- 
day of accidental death.

SIDEWALK SIGNS. 


CHIEF GLASS DENIES THAT ANY 
FAVORITISM IS SHOWN. 


The Board of Pablic Works Orders 
the Police to Wait Until the 
@ Validity of the Ordinance is 
Settled—An Attorney’s Opinions. 


“While I will admit that the sidewalk 
sign ordinance has not been enforced, 
said. Chief Glass, “yet I want to add 
that it is no fault of the police depart- 
ment, and I want to say emphatically 
that we are not favoring one lighting 
company against another. 

“No one has gaid that in so many 
words, but they have said that all the 
people whose signs with incandescent 
lights on them that have come down, 
were subscribers of one lighting com- 
pany. That is probably true, but we 
did not know it, and it would have 
‘made no difference with me if we had. 
It is with this sidewalk-sign ordinance; 
as it was with the hitching ordinance; 
as soon as we began to enforce it peo- 
ple rushed to the Council, the Board of 
Public Works and the Police Commis- 
sioners, and they call a halt, tell us 
to wait. The men whose signs were 
taken down expected, and certainly had 
a right to expect, that all other signs 
in violation of the law would come 
down, but what happens? The Board 
of Public Works notifies me to cease 
operations until the question of the 
validity of the ordinance is settled or 
amendments @re thade, and the police 
department stops accordingly. Now 
lawyers tell me that when an ordi- 
nance, such as the sidewalk-sign ordi- 
nance, exempts anybody violating it 
from punishment under its provisions, 
it is class legislation and consequently 
unconstitutional. This may 6r may not 
be so, but the fact remains that every 
sign maintained on the sidewalks in 
violation of law would have been down 
and out of the way long before this if 
we had not been interfered with. 

“I don’t know why it is that the 
police department must take all the 
blame. We went to work to enforce 
the hitching ordinance, and only after 
having notified again and again the 
parties liable to offend we started in 
to enforce it. All the papers jumped 
the department, saying we ought to 
use judgment, ghould be lax in the 
enforcement of a law that seemed to 
work a hardship. Then we were told 
to wait until the validity of the ordi- 
nance’ was settled, and the papers 
turned loose and said we were refusing 
to enforce the law. 

“Well,” said the Chief, and he 
nest, ‘“‘all I can say is that if they get 
a law that is law I will see it enforced. 
If they get a law that isn’t law I will 
enforce it unti] I am informed of the 
latter fact, but I want to say now that 
it is unjust for people or press to 
charge the police department with fa- 
voring any one in the enforcement of 
an ordinance. It is never done, to my 
knowledge.” . 

“If Glass were the whole police de- 
partment,” said an attorney who has 
been interested in the sidewalk-sign 
ordinance, “it might be different, but 
he is only the head of the. department 
and you have heard of the tail wagging. 
the dog instead of the dog wagging the 
tail. From patrolmen to sergeants, 
from sergeants to captain, from cap- 
tain to chief go the reports of things 
done and not done, to say nothing of 
the side branches of detectives and spe- 
cials. That some men are compelled to 
obey an ordinance as soon as it is 
issued and other men are given time 
in which to get the ordinance knocked 
out, is not the fault of the Chief. He 
gets the story in each case after it 
Percolates through the various channels 
I’ve mentioned, and, Chief Glass to 
the contrary notwithstanding, we will 
show that discriminations have been 
shown in this matter of sidewalk signs. 
It is a good time for Los Angeles to 
clean house, municipally. One room 
of the city government is being pretty 
thoroughly dusted just now, and if the 
papers will keep urging the people on 
who should see to the job, the whole 
house will be swept, scrubbed, dusted 
and whitewased overhead before the 
agitation is over. Of course the next 
set.of roomers will dirty things up 
again, but they will be much more 
careful of the furniture than have been 
their predecessors. The sidewalk signs 
which had to come down were not all 
leveled in a day. Far from it. One 
man here, another man there, and so 
on for a month was the’ programme, 
and it was not until the big transpor- 
tation companies, the telegraph com- 
panies, etc., were forced, not by the 
police, but by the citizens whose signs 
had been taken down, and “¢vho were 
kicking because all were not treated 
alike, made’ a kick to the Board of 
Public Works, that that body ever 
called a halt. Between the time that 
Godfrey & Brooks’s, Oliver 
Henry’s, the Cloak House and other 
signs were ordered down and the time 
the Board of Public Works took action 
by an order to the police to stop, there 
was time enough to have removed 
every sidewalk sign. in the city. If the 
ordinance is unconstitutional the police 
are not supposed to know it, or even if 
they do, they are not the judges of the 
law. The police are supposed to exer- 
cise only the power given them—that 
of enforcing the law as it is on the 
statute books of the city, whether that 
law be right or wrong.” 

The matter of sidewalk signs was be- 
fore the Board of Public Works yes- 
terday on the ground that the ordi- 
nance, in exempting newspapers, etc., 
from the operation of the law, was 
class legislation, and therefore uncon- 
stitutional. The repeal of the ordi- 
nance was asked for and the board 
took the matter under advisement. Un- 
til the board reports the police will 
prevent the erection of any more side- 
walk signs but will not remove any 
that are now in place.

Tidings from the Fields of Industry and Capital, Enterprise. and Production, 


Lemons and Lemon Products, 
ITHERTO the lemon has not 
figured very prominently among 
the citrus-fruit shipments from 
Southern California. A few years 

ago there was quite a boom in tse 

planting of lemon groves, but of late 
the returns received from groves that 
are in bearing have not, in many cases, 
been very encouraging, and some per- 
sons are now going so far as to rebud 
their lemon trees to oranges. This is 
an unwise and ill-considered step to 
| take. Men who have not the stamina 
to stay with a form of horticuliure 
through good and evil report have not 


in the long run. It is necessary to cor- 
rect mistakes, but the simple fact that 
crange growing has been more profit- 
able this year than lemon growing is 
no excuse for a general abandonment 
of the lemon culture, thus losing sev- 
eral years of valuable time. 

The Times believes that before many 
years lemon culture will be fully as 
important a branch of the citrus in- 
dustry in Southern California as or- 
ange growing, and quite as profitable, 
if not more so. The lemon, during the 
past few years, has occupied about the 
same position in the market as the 
orange did a dozen or-more years ago, 
after the crop had become too large to 
be consumed in the lecal market, while 
at the same time it was scarcely large 
enough to make it worth while for 
dealers to come across the country and 
bid for it. This has been the history 
of almost every horticultural product 
raised in California. When first pro- 
duced as a noveity, very high pric:s 
have been received in the lIccal mar- 
ket. Afterward there came a glut, and 
it was found impossible to market the 
surplus at almost any price. Then, of 
eourse, there was talk of over-produc- 
ticn. After a time, when the preduct 
was raised in trainload lots, buye*s 
came from a distance, and the product 
oe at once a stable market quota- 
Now that the lemon crop of Les An- 
geles has reached the thousand-car- 
load mark, it may justly be expecte? 
that there will be more attention pad 
to it by eastern dealers. Already it is 
reported from San Francisco that the 
Mexican lime trade in that city, which 
until three years ago Was a very profit- 
able business, islikely to be wiped out 
of existence shortly. The reas6n for 
this is the moderateness of the i»r- 
cuiry, caused by the liberal demand for 
California lemons, which are now eoaual 
in quality and sell for less money. 
Tre Chronicle recently said on this 
subject: 

“In former years, befere lemcns 
nroved a success in this State, large 
quantities of limes were imported to 
compete with Sicily lemons, which 
were offering here at rather high prices. 
The receipts arrived by steamer from 
Acanulco three times a month. and tke 
average ondntitv of each arrival was he- 
tween 1000 and 1500 cases. These offer- 
‘nes met with a readv sale at from $5 to 
%15 per case, according to quality ard 
the entire quantity was general'y 
cleaned up before the arrival of the 
|next steamer. But three years ago. 
‘when Coalifarnia lemons of vord 
and fiavor began to arrive freely ard 
‘rere introduced at a price lower thon 
"mes. the inquirv for the latter stead- 
‘ly fell off. until new the receints for 
requirements, instead of being over 
1000 boxes, average hetween 3200 and 50 
eases to each steamer, which do net 
“lean vp, While the price ranging is 
from $3 te $4 a case. 

“The ruling prices of lemons in:‘the 
Incal market is from $1 to $2 a box 9* 
2hout 200 to 400 lemons. And at these 
figcures the growers make a fair rrofit, 
5 the cost after the trees are once in 
Wearire is very small, and the crop 
usually heavy. 

“The outnut of lemons 
southern citrus belt. it is thovet, 
would he adeanate for. the require- 
ments of the United States, Tn manv 
-f the eastern cities Califernia lemons 
sre vsed in vreference to the imnorted, 
and it is likelv that thev- will succeed 
the Jatter entfrelv hefnre long.” 

At first the California, lemon was al- 
lowed to ripen fully on’the tree,‘and 
was shipped immediately after pick- 
ing. The consequence was that there 
Jemons, while juicy and of pleacant 
flavor, had a very thick skin, and 
could not begin: to compete with the 
imported article. A few years ago, Mr. 
Garcelon of Riverside introduced a 
system of curing lemons, the fru'‘t he- 
ing picked while quite green, and al- 
lowed to ripen gradually in a ver'i- 
lated cellar. The result was a thin- 
skinned lemon. but it was found that 
such lemons did not, as a rule, keen 
well, and now most of the lemons sent 
East are shipped in about two weeks 
after being cut from the trees. 

Ore of the points which California 
Yemon growers have to learn is the at- 
tractive packing of the fruit. in which 
the Ttalian shinners excel, from long 
yoors of experience. 

There is a very large area of lemon 
groves in Southern California now 
about coming into bearing. In San 
Diego county alone the number of 
lemon trees is estimated at. over one 
million. The strip of coast around San 
Diego Bay has been found to be par- 
ticularly well adapted to lemon cul- 
ture, and it is at present the leading 
center of this industry in Southern 
California. Another’ section where 
lemon culture has been undertaken on 
a large scale is at Ontario. In Ventura 
and Santa Barbara counties there are 
some large lemon groves. Fine lemons 
are raised at Whittier and in the Ca- 
huenga Valley, adjoining Los Angeles 
city. More attention has been given 
to the cultivation of the lemon during 
the past few years than to any other 
product. The orchards in the Ca- 
huenga Valley are still quite young, 
but the lemon exchange there has 
shipped so far during this, its first 
year, more than a dozen carloads of 
300 boxes each. Hereafter the ship- 
ments of lemons from the Cahuenga 
Valley will be much larger. 

A San Diego paper recently published 
the actual returns of sixty-six acres of 
lemons at the ranch of R. C. Allen at 
Sweetwater, which indicated a prod- 
uct during two and a half years of 
1,280,999 pounds of fruit, the average 
selling price of which was 1% cents 
per pound, The journal referred to 
says: 

“This yielded $22,417.16, or $338.14 per 
acre. The average annual expense for 
water and labor on this orchard was 
$2244. One item of interest in this 
statement of actual results from a re- 
liable source is the enormous increase 
in the product of the orchard. In the 
year 1895 this product was 223,314 
pounds. Just twelve months later the 
trees had vielded 454,856 pounds, or an 
increase of more than 100 per cent., 
while for seven mionths in 1897 the 
yield was 602,929 pounds, an increase 
of about 50 per cent. over the entire

the stability of character to win profit: 


200 per cent. over the returns of 1895, 
Without any increase in the § fixed 
charges for maintenance of the or- 
chards. 

“This is what 5830 lemon trees have 
produced. With a like increase in the 
product of upward cf one million lemon 
trees in this county the product will 
be tremendous. Mr. Allen’s trees each 
produced about 78 pounds of lemons 
in 1896, and during seven months 
1897 the product per tree was over 163 
pounds, and for the entire vear, esti- 
mated, will be about 128 pounds. One 
million trees each producing 128 pounds 
of fruit will yield 128,000,000 pounds of 
lemons, worth 1% #£cents per pound, 
$1,600,000. This is one of the sources 
of income which our ranchers have to 
leok to that is right at San Diego's 
door today, and it is a source of in- 
come that can steadily be increased. 
Such a resource is better than a gold 
mine.”’ 

A leading New York importer of cit- 
rus fruit, named Morena, recently vis- 
ited San Diego: to examine the lemon 
business in that section. His trip to 
California was made for the reason 
that the Dingley Bill has effectually 
shut out of the United Statee the best 
lemons heretofore imported from Italy, 
and it has become necessary for his 
house to look elsewhere to supply its 
trade. 

Mr. Morena was most favorably im- 
pressed with what he saw in the citrus 
line, and remarked upon going away 
that his house may be expected in the 
‘future to handle largely San Diego 
lemons, as the best grades of the /sruit 
can no longer. be imported from Italy 
at a profit. 

A dispateh from New York, published 
in The Times of yesterday, mentioned 
that lemons were sélling-at a low price, 
and cited as one of the principal rea- 
sons for the depressed condition of the 
market the increased competition of 
California fruit,. which this year has 
entered the markets in quantities un- 
known previously. 
that in the opinion of some dealers the 
California fruit will eventually dis- 
place imported lemons in all sections 
of the country. 

One o* the advantages of lemon cul- 
ture is the fact that a number of valu- 
able and markétable products may be 
manufactured at email expense from 
the “cull,” or inferior lemons. One of 
the most important of these products 
is citric acid, most of which is at pres- 
ent made in Italy from lime juice, 
Which is reduced until it contains 40 
per cent. of citrie acid, when it is 
shipped to London and Philadelphia, to 
be manufatured. The Times hus re- 


is being established at North Ontario 
by two Philadelphia men, who have 
thoroughly investigated the subject. It 
is promised that this factory will be a 
complete one in every respect, being 
provided with the latest and most apn- 
proved machjnery. At present citric 
acid is manufactured on a small scale 
in Los Angeles and at San Dicgo. 

An interésting by-product of the 
lemon, that has recently been placed on 
the market, is known as “California 
Cream of. Lemon.” It is made almost 
wholly from. lemons, the entire lemon 
being used, the. oil in the rind to a 
large extent neutralizing. the acid in 
the juice. It is claimed to be a fine 
thing for the complexion, and is used 
as a fine soap. It nas been only six 
months since the Cream of Lemon 
Company began to manufacture this 
article in San Diego, where itis selling 
well. It has only recently been in- 
troduced in the Los Angeles trade, and 
is on sale in New York, Philadelphia 
and Chicago. Cul] lemons can be used, 
as well as the best quality. This prod- 
uct is more than 95 per cent. lemon. 
The precess is secret and fully pro- 
tected. Samples are on exhibition at 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce.

Deep Artesian Well. 


AIER & ZOBELEIN have closed 
a contract with George W. Dur- 

-~ brow of Saiton, on the Colorado

enccuntered a variety of sand known 
as “heavy sand,’’ which proved such an 
obstacle that work was abandoned, 
after nearly $20,000 had been paid out. 
Hearing that Mr. Durbrow had suc- 
cessfully overcome a similar difficulty 
on the desert, Maier & Zohelein made a 
contract with him, and he wil] drill 
down 200 fect, making a total depth of 
1500 feet, when he expects to obtain a 
flow of 10,000 gallons per hour, which 
will be an important thing for the 
brewery.

Angeles, there are many private gar- 
dens in this county which contain a 
great wealth of flowers. At Downey, 
Mrs. E. L. Barrett has no less than 200 
varieties of chrysanthemums, besides a 


fine collection of other flowers, many of 
which are rare. ‘ 


Dried Fruit 


along the valley of the Los Angeles 
Reyer, north of the city, is rapidly 
coming into prominence for its decidu- 
ous-fruit products. The nights ,are 
somewhat cold in that section during 
the winter, but this, which is a draw- 
back to citrus-fruit culture, improves 
the quality of deciduous fruit. The 
Lankershim Fruit-Growers’ Associa- 
tion, W. E. Puett, secretary, dried about 
six cars cf peaches this season, three 
cars of which have been sold at 5% 
cents. f.o.b. Also one and a half cars 
of apricots were dried and sold at 43-5 
cents, and a car of plums and pears. 
It cost about 2 cents a pound to dry 
and handle the peaches and plums, 
and 1% cents for the apricots. ; 
The Burbank Fruit-Growers’ Associa- 
tion put up about 100 tons of dried frui: 
this season, thirty-six tons being apri- 
cots. They received 4% and 5% cents 
per pound, f.0.b. | 


Water for Glendora.

The climate there is comparatively 
frostiess, and large quantities of winter 
vegetables are raised, in addition to 
choice citrus and deciduous fruits.

I think he cut the rim rock 
about eighteen feet below the level of 
the marsh, and had not gone far into 
the marshy ground until there was 
something like fifteen inches of walter 
flowing out of the tunnel. Believing 
that a much larger flow cculd be se- 
cured by crossing the marsh, he con- 
tinued the tunnel for some distance, 
but the flow continued about the same. 
There was a small stream of water, 
probably one inch, which flowed from 
the marsh before the tunnel was com- 
y menced., 

“Messrs. Cook, Wamsley, Mocre and 
Englehart bought five inches of water 
from Mr. McArthur, at the time there 
being only fourteen inches flowing 
from the tunnel, one inch of which hav- 
ing previously been deeded to Mr.

Strawberries from Gardena. 


ROM 200 to 600 pints daily of fresh 

strawberries grown near Gardena 

are shipped to the eastern markets 
during the fall and earlier Winter 
About one hundred and filtty 
acres of land are at present devoted to 
the industry, and the business is likely 
to increase. During the season tnree 
years ago the growers formed @n asso- 
ciation through which the marketing 
avas done. ‘rhe proceeds of the sales 
were divided among the growers ac- 
cording to the quantities of berries fur- 
nished by each. This plan proved un- 
satisfactory, for the grower furnishing 
a superior quality of fruit got no more 
per box for his product than did other 
growers. 

Since then nearly all the marketing 
has been accomplished through Harry 
Robson, who receives the berries at the 
railway statfon near the fields where 
they were grown, and attends to the 
details of selling them at the distant 
points of consumption. The aim of the 
producers is to, as far as possible, get 
the berries to grow in winter, and to 
not force their growth in summer. For 
eastern shipment only firm berries are 
selected. They are sent in pint boxes, 
for the reason that they stand the 
journey better put up in that size, and 
also because they seem to sell better 
that way. They are put in refrigerator 
crates, 105 boxes to a crate. This style 
of crate also preserves the fruit from 
intense cold. Berries sent fto Chicago 
two years ago arrived there when the 
temperature was 40 and 45 deg. Fahr. 
below zero, Mr. Robson says, and no 
complaint was made regarding their 
condition. 

The berries are shipped exclusively 
to ‘commission merchants. The first 
shipments are made about the middle 
of October, and the business continues 
till about February, when the Florida 
berries make their appearance. The 
Florida growers are able to produce a 
more highly colored berry than has up 
to this time been grown here in win- 
ter. This fact and the shorter distance 
from the markets of New York and 
Chicago give the Floridans the advan- 
tage in competition when once their 
berries ripen, although they cannot 
ripen them much before that date. 

Picking on any particular ground is 
done only about once per week. The 
berries will endure quite a heavy frost 
unless directly exposed. The leaves 
usually afford good protection. The 
producers are at present getting from 
8 to 11 cents per pint for the berries, 
and the fruit is retailing In New York 
<= Chicago at from 20 to 40 cents per 

In some instances 200 pint boxes, 
when received in New York, have been 
known to lower the price 5 or 10 cents 
a box: but such oceasions are rare. 
The refrigerator crates used for ship- 
ping are rather expensive, and it re- 
quires a large number of them for the 
business, in order to have them on hand 


when needed.

which plant is best adapted to restore 
plant food to the sojl.. The great fer- 
tility of the soi! of the Chino ranch 
is shown by the fact that this prob- 
jem has-not been suggesied until seven 
crops of: beets have been grown on the 
same land, while the quality of the 
beets even yet is but slightly under 
that of beets grown on _ virgin soil. 
Hereafter rotation of crops will be 
practiced on the sugar company’s land.

The 
fact that for over two hundred days 
each year ‘the factories are obliged 
to re n idle is regretted by every- 
body, d there seems to be no seri- 
ous ohgfaclé to the preservation of 
beets ‘after being harvested for a 
period of several weeks at least. In 
some places beets have been kept more 
than two months and found in excel- 
lent condition for working, and the se- 
cret of preserving the beets seems to 
rest on the determination of the preper 


degree of .areation and humidity to 
which they will be subjected. When

The Water Supply Committee of the 
City Council held another meeting yes- 
terday afternoon to consider the peti- 
tion asking that an election be called 
in order to issue bonds for the pur- 
chase of an entirely new: water sys- 
tem for the city. A majority of the 
Councilmen, the Mayor, City Attor- 
ney Dunn, H. T. Lee, Esq., of counsel 
for the city in the water litigation; C. 
C. Wright, Esq., representing the peti- 
tioners; the City Engineer, and a

The meeting proved an interesting 
one, as the city’s attorneys spoke 
quite freely in explaining their view 
of the present status of the city’s con- 
troversy with the water company. Mr. 
Wright, who appeared for the peti-

The City Attorney said that he 
agreed in the main with the proposi- 
tion advanced by Mr. Wright. The 
city should, if possible, put the water 
company in default, but he doubted 
whether this would be accomplished 
by insisting upon arbitration now, 
inasmuch as the contract provides 
only for arbitration after its expira- 
tion. The arbitration recently _ re- 
quested by the Council was entirely. in- 
dependent of the contract. 

Judge Lee of the city’s counsel took 
exception to Mr. Wright's opinion 
that the city must be prepared to 
pay for the water plant on the very 
day of the expiration of the contract. 
The property which, under the con- 
tract, the city is to purchase consists 
of all the water company’s plant and 
its increments accruing up to the ex- 
piration of the lease. Until the lease 
actually expires, it is impossible to as- 
certain the value of the property. A 
portion of the plant might be de- 
stroyed before July 22, when the lease 
expires, or some other event might 
occur to materially change the value 
of the property. Assuming that the 
contract is valid, a reasonable § con- 
struction, in Judge Lee’s opinion, 
would be that the property is to be 
appraised when the lease expires, and 
within a reasonable time _ thereafter 
payment should be made.

Judge Lee replied that the city 
might still be forced to purchase the 
old plant, under the terms of the 
contract. 

S. E. Fulton, a Populist, had some 
weighty questions to propound, as to 
the effect upon the contract if an 
earthquake should destroy the water 
company’s plant five minutes before 
the expiration of the contract. Judge 
Lee replied that he was not there to 
answer such conundrums, 

Some equally valuable suggestions 
were received from M. Conkling, 
who attained some Police Court noto- 
riety a short time ago as one of ‘‘Doc”’ 
Crandall’s attorneys. Crandall was 
surreptitiously married to a girl who 
had been expected to testify against 
him on his trial for murder. 

Conkling had evolved an elaborate 
schetine, whereby the city might bluff 
the water company into selling out its 
plant at a low figure. The only objec- 
tions to the plan were that it was 
lacking in common honesty, and that 
it might entail upon the city a loss of 
a million dollars or more. These criti- 
cisms were made by some of those 
present, but to Conkling they were 
apparently of trifling moment. 

The City Attorney said that as soon 
as the city’s title to, the Pomeroy and 
Hooker land had been legally estab- 
lished, the Council should-then at 
once issue bonds for the construction 
of new headworks conduits, 
which could be connected with the 
existing system. But in the mean 
time, and prior to the expiration of the 
water company’s contract, an issue of 
bonds would, in his opinion, be unwise, 
and their legality would be question- 
able. Any amicable arrangement, 
owever, for the purchase of the wa- 
er company’s plant would not be open 
to objection. 

‘In accordance with these views the 
committee decided to recommend that 
the City Attorney be requested to 
present to the Council the necessary 
resolution for taking the initiatory 
steps toward acquiring the improve- 
ments made by the water company.

' The hitching ordinance was of course 
one of the subjects of discussion. Main 
street merchants were present in num- 
bers and they registered a@ very vigor- 
ous kick against the ordinance. Main 
street, they alleged, sutfers more than 
any other street from the existing pro- 
hibition of hitching and they demanded 
that some modilication be made. The 
board listened with resignation to their 
complaints, and though no decision 
was reached, it is probable that a rec-

vehicles to stand while engaged in the 
actual receipt ort delivery of goods. 
The proposed alley in the block 
bounded by Broadway, Hill, Fourth and 
Fifth streets, was another theme of loud 
and long discussion. Representatives 
of a majority of the frontage appeared 
and demanded that the alley be made 
of a uniform width of twenty feet, in- 
stead of fifteen feet wide at the ends 
and twenty-five feet through the rest 
of its length. This proposition met 
with opposition from som interested 
property-owners, who insisted that a 
twenty-foot alley would work injury 
to them. This dispute has been before 
the Council and the Board of Public 
Works for many weeks, and every time 
that a conclusion has seemed about to 
be reached, the fight has been reopened. 
The board reserved its decision yester- 
aay: but will probably report on Mon- 


ay. 

The third bone of contention was the 
ordinance prohibiting the erection of 
signs on the curb unless surmounted 
by a 2000-candle power light. Many 
protestants were on hand, and they de- 
clared that the ordinance is an unjust 
discrimination against certain lines of 
business, and in favor of others. They 
declared that the ordinance compelled 
them to pay tribute to the lighting 
company without any compensating 
advantages. The protestants were 
chiefly representatives of the telegraph 
and transportation companies. 

The board announced that this mat- 
ter, also, would be taken under advise- 
ment. 

The board adopted recommendations 
that the following petitions be referred 
to the City Engineer: 

Petition that a cement walk and curb 
be laid on both’ sides of Thirty-first 
street from Hoover street to Orchard 
avenue; petition asking that Beaudry 
avenue between Second and Third 
streets be sewered, egraveled and 
curbed with redwood, under the bond 
act; 
that a portion of Pecan street be aban- 
doned.

In September last Judge Clark or- 
dered a partial distribution of the es- 
tate, instructing the executor to pay 
to the mother $1500 upon the delivery 
of an indemnity bond for a like sum. 

Max Werner was well known in Los 
Angeles, having identified himself with 
numerous local enterprises, of both a 
commercial and charitable nature. He 
acquired nearly all of his wealth in 
this city. 


COMPTON JURY STILL OUT. 


The Trial of Davis, a Co-defendant, 
in Progress. 


The trial of Charles Compton was 
closed yesterday, and the case sub- 
mitted to the jury. Immediately after 
the jury had retired Judge Smith called 
the case of A. E. Davis, who is jointly 
charged with Compton and Ware with 
complicity in the forgery of L. H. 
Green’s name to a deed and mortgage. 
The afternoun was spent in seiecting @ 
jury, after which aajournment Was 
taken until this morning. 

When the case was called Byron L. 
Oliver, Esq., Davis’s attorney, moved 
for a continuance, preseniing an aili- 
davit made by Davis in which the de- 
fendant states that owing ‘to the ab- 
sence of George Hassett, who is held 
to ‘be one of the most imporiant wit- 
nesses four the defense, it would be un- 
fair to force his case to.trial. Ba-se.t 
was sentenced to San Quentin for 
twenty years for burglary a week ago. 
Davis says he hopes to prove by _Bas- 
sett that on the 27th ult. W. M. Ware 
told him at the County Tail that he did 
not wish to appear as a witness against 
Davis, as he knew he was not guilty; 
that when he testified against Davis at 
the former trial charging him with a 
knowledge of the deed being a forgery 
he willfully lied; that Ware told Bas- 
sett that he had given the testimony 
for the reason that he hoped thereby 
to secure his own release from in- 
prisonment. Davis says he was not 
aware of Bassett’s knowledge of these 
statements, and therefore had not 
“aused his detention as a witness. 

The court stated that such an excuse 
could not be entertained, and the at- 
torneys were ordered to proceed with 
the case. 

Davis is charged with having signed 
the mortgage to Green’s property, a lot 


$n the Daly tract, and obtaining 


at the Columbia Savings Bank upon 
the representation that he had pur- 
chased the property from Green. 

The jury in the Compton case had 
failed to agree up to 9:30 last night, 
and the’court ordered that they be 
pocked up for the night. 


BROKE ITS OWN RULES. 


Therefore the Insurance Company 
Must Pay the Randall Policy. 

A judgment for $2000 against the 
Massachusetts Benefit Life Associa- 
tion was ordered by Judge Allen in 
favor of Ida FEF. Randall, widow of 
Charles H. Randall, yesterday. 

Randall held a policy for $2000 upon 
his life, and had paid the premiums 
promptly for nine years, with but two 
exceptions. In the latter instances he 
Was several days late in his remit- 
tances. Several months prior to his 
death he sent in his assessment many 
days after it had fallen due, but the 
company made no complaint, and en- 


' tered the amount to his credit. In 


June, 1895, the month in which his 
death occurred, Randall was again de- 
linguent, and forwarded his monthly 
assessment several days after the 
regular date for payment. This time 
the insurance company declined to 
eredit Randall, and declared his policy 
forfei'ed. The widcw biought suit after 
her husband’s death, with the resul 
as above stated. 


Judge Allen held that, inasmuch® as 


the insurance company had broken 
one of its rules regarding the pay- 
ment of premiums in accepting Ran- 
dall’s assessment at one time, it was 
bound to accept all future delin- 
quencies. Mrs. Randall’s attorneys al- 
Jezed that the company did not re- 
fuse to accept Randall’s back  pay- 
ments until it was discovered that he 
was critically iil. 


_ DARLING IN JAIL. 


Held for Alleged Rape Upon Little 
Eva Tredinnick. 

Frank O. Darling, the young tele- 
graph operator at Colton, is in the 
County Jail awaiting examination on 
a charge of rape, alleged to have been 
committed upon Tredinnick ‘in 
this city on Thanksgiving day. 

Darling was arrested in San Bernar- 


dino Thursday afternoon on a charge of 


abduction, but he was surrendered to 
the Los Angeles county officers-upon a 


complaint sworn to by Catherine Tred-° 


innick, mother of the girl, on the 
graver charge of rape. Deputy Sheriff 
White brought him to this city yester- 
day, and the prisoner was immediately 
taken before Justice Young, who fixed 
his bail at $1000. This, Darling was 
unable to furnish, and he is held to ap- 
pear for examination on Wednesday 

ext. 

The complaint alleges that Darling 
induced the girl to accompany him to 
this city on November 24. The two oc- 
cupied a room at the Arlington Hotel, 
on Commercial street, where the out- 
rage is alleged to have been com- 
mitted. Eva is only 15 years of age, 
according to the statement of her 
mother. 


SUPREME COURT DECISION. 


Opinion Rendered in an Important 
City Case, 

City Attorney Dunn received yester-. 
day a copy of the decision rendered by 
the Supreme Court on Tuesday in the 
case of the city of Los Angeles vs. 
Leavis et.al. The decision is an im- 
portant one, as it definitely settles a 
much-disputed question in the law of 
condemnation of property. The decis- 
ion is as follows: 

“The city of Los Angeles brought 
suit to condemn public 
street. Judgment passed for plaintiff, 
and from this judgement and from an 
order denying defendant's motion for 
a new trial, the defendants appeal. 

‘The city instituted its action under 
the provisions of part III, title VII of 
the Code of Civil Procedure. Before the 
commencement of the suit it had not 
resorted to the steps and processes con- 
emplated by the statute of March 6, 
889, relative to the laying out, open- 
ing, extending, widening afd straight- 
ening of the public streets in munici- 
palities. (Statutes of 1889, p. 70.) 

“The single proposition here ad- 
vanced by appellants is that the city 
has no power or authority to commence 
or maintain this action without resort 
first had to the method provided in this 
Statute. 

“This contention, we think, is unten- 
able. The provisions of the act of 
March 6, 1339, are not exclusive, and 
were not designed: to prohibit a. mu- 
nicipality from maintaining condemna- 
tion proceedings under the provisions 


‘cedure, 


of the Code of Civil Procedure. It may 
and will usually happen that a mu- 
nicipality proposing to open a new 
street will adopt the machinery pro- 
vided by the statute, and if no other 
reason than that it contemplates the 
formation of an assessment district and 
the imposition of the cost of the open- 
ing of the street upon the property of 
that district. But on the other hand if 
it shall happen that a municipality has 
in its treasury funds available for the 
proposed condemnation and opening o‘ 
the street, no good reason can be seen 
why it should not pay these expenses 
out of its treasury and relieve pruper- 
ty-owners of the unnecessary burden 
of taxation. In Pasadena vs. Stimson 
(91 Cal, 238,) the court, after quoting 
section 1001 of the Code of,Civil Pro- 
declared: ‘A corporation. 
whether private or public, is a person 
It follows, therefore, that under this 
general law, general in the widest anc 
fullest sense of the term, any public 
or private corporation or any natura! 
person may for any of the uses de- 
fined in section 1238 of the Code of Civi! 
Procedure, acquire property without 
the consent of the owner by means of 
the proceedings described in part IIT. 
Title VII, of the Code.’ In City of 
Santa Cruz vs. Enright, the same con- 
struction is given to the law. The judg- 
ment and orders appealed from are 
therefore affirmed.”

_ PASADENA, Dec. 3.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] Karnival Kirmess, which hag 
been the center of attraction the .past three 
days and evenings, is a thing of the past, 
and the Ladies’ Guild of All Saints’ Church 
under whose auspices it was held, has reason 
to feel well pleased with the result of its 
labors. The receipts have far exceeded the 
most sanguine expectations of the managers, 
and from a social standpoint the kirmess has 
been equally a success. This evening the 
attendants in the several booths and visitors 
to the kirmess fittingly closed the affair with 
a dance, in which representations of 
spring, summer autumn and winter formed 
a conglomerate mass of seasons. Fur-be- 
decked ladies and ladies in summer attire 
danced in the same set, and neither seemed 
out of their element. Just what amount All 
Saints’ Church will benefit could not be 
be ascertained this evening. 

CROWN CITY CYCLE TRACK SOLD. 

The improvements and lease of the Crown 
City Cycle Club to the Athletic Park were 
sold. today under foreclosure. The suit was 
brought by Stephen Cutter Clark, the owner 
of the grounds, for $2087. The club leased 
the grounds from Prof. Clark and then put up 
two large grand stands, besides making the 
finest bicycle track in Southern California, 
and it was these improvements and lack of 

tronage that swamped the club. The track 
y situated on Lincoln avenue, about three- 
quarters. of a mile from the center of the 
city, but as the road is generally dusty, it 
has been hard work to get the people suf- 
ficiently interested to attend the meetings. Al- 
together sixty-seven shares of the stock were 
sold, and these shares are held by about 
thirty-five persons. The park lease and im- 
provements were sold by Commissioner V. L. 
Ward at the entrance to the park at 2 p.m., 
and but three bidders put in an appearance. 
Attorney W. S. Wright represented Prof. 
Clark, and the Y.M.C.A. was also a bidder. 
Lawyer Wright purchased the property for 
$325, thus leaving a deficit of $1762 as a judg- 
ment against the holders of the stock. In 
the grounds are twenty-seven acres of land, 
and the grand stands are in excellent condi-

To sell it 
would be to infringe the local law; to give it 
away would also lay the constable Hable to 
a fine or imprisonment, so the constable feels 
‘that he has an elephant on his hands which 
he does not know what to‘do with.

REDON DO. 


NO OFFICIAL BLAME FOR LOSS OF 
SCHOONER ANNIE GEE. 


The Captain Thinks He Acted Pru- 
dently, but Others Declare to 
the Contrary—Wreckage is Be- 
ing Cleared Away Rapidly. 
Question About a Hawser. 


REDONDO, Dec. 3.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The wreckage from the ill-fated 
schooner Annie Gee, which came ashore here 
Wednesday, is being cleared away rapidly. 
Great quantities of lumber and lath ground 
to a slivered condition. are being hau'ed 
away for firewood. Much of the cargo of lum- 
ber has been recovered in fairly solid cond'- 
tion, but it has been so much frayed and 
scratched as to make it of but little com- 
mercial value. There were over 200,000 feet 


of lumber in the cargo, which was consigned 


to the Redondo Lumber Company. James 
Schultz, the manager of that concern, said 
to a Times man today that he estimated the 
company’s loss at $1500. The cargo was 
taken from the company’s mill at Gray’s 
Harbor, and the loss therefore falls on the 
company, as would not customarily be the 
case if some other concern had been doing 
the shipping. The company carried no in- 
surance cn the cargo. 

Inquiry about here today failed to dis- 
cover that anything had been done in an of- 
ficial way to fix the blame for the loss of 
the vessel and her freight. It is reported that 
there was $1500 insurance on the vessel, but 
authentic information on this point seems to 
be unobtainable here. L. Pierson, the master 
of the vessel, is one-fourth owner. Capt. 
A. Anderson of San Francisco, is the m2n- 
aging owner, and has a one-sixteenth inter- 
est. Capt. Peter Gee of San Francisco owns 
three-sixteenths, and the remaining half is 
divided among several persons. 

When asked today to give from his point 
of view the facts bearing on the wreck, Capt. 
Pierson made the following statement. 

“I reached here at about 10:30 a.m. Wednes- 
day. ‘Inere was a smooth sea and a light 
breeze. I sailed directly to the log buoy 
furthest out northward, and made the vessel 
fast to it with a new 7-inch hawser (seven 
inches in circumference.) I also dropped both 
anchors. I had forty-five fathoms of chain 
out on the starboard anchor, and 50 fathoms 
out on the port anchor. There were therefore 
two anchors and the hawser to hold the 
vessel in p'ace. The hawser was made fast 
to the pawl bitt, which was near the bow. I 
came ashore and made arrangements for 
docking. I was ashore about two hours, and 
when I attempted to return to the vessel the 
sea was running so heavily I cdéuld not get 
aboard. I boarded the tug Pelican, which 
had been steamed up. An effort was then 
made by means of the tug to get another line 
to the vessel, and tow it out to sea. One end 
of this line was made fast to the cam buoy 
and the other end, coiled up, was on the 
tug. A heaving line attached to the coiled 
end was thrown onto the vessel, but a move- 
ment of the tug strained the line so as to pull 
it out of the hands of the men on the vessel. 
By this time the schooner’s starboard anchor 
chain had parted, and at about the same time 
the men lost the heaving line, the hawser be- 
tween the vessel and the log buoy snapped 
somewhere near its middle. Then the vessel 
commenced to drag on her port anchor, and 
the men aboard her let out the port chain to 
seventy-five fathoms, which is its full length. 
The vessel kept dragging on her port anchor 
till she struck the beach. After the men on 
the vessel Jost the heaving line the tug Pel- 
ican was unable to cope with the heavy sea 
and gale, and do anything further for the 
vessel.”’ 

The captain’s attention was called to the 
fact that the line, which he had said was a 
7-inch new hawser, and part of which was in 
view on the wreck of the bow which had not 
yet gone to pieces, did. not look like a new 
one. It was discolored as if long in service. He 
said he had had that line for a year or two 
but had used it little. The discoloration had 
been caused from immersion in the sea. He 
did not observe any remarkable change in 
his barometer previous to sailing into port, 
and that when he came to port the conditions 
were not such as to lead him to believe there 
was a heavy storm coming up. He regarded 
his vessel as seaworthy, and believed it would 
have lived through the storm had he been 
evt at sea. 

Secretary Ainsworth of the Redondo Beach 
Company says he measured the hawser, the 
end of which is still attached to the bow of 
the wreck. He found it to be five and three- 
quarters inches in circumference, and evi- 
dently in a swelled condition at that. He 
found the hawser to be frayed, as if some- 
what worn. He was sure that it was nearly 
nodh when the Annie vee sailed into port, 
and that the wind was blowing strong, with 
quite a heavy sea, when the captain came 
ashore. On examining one part of the wreck 
he found that the outer wall of the hull had 
been zaten through by teredos, and the inner 
planking had been honeycombed by limnoria. 
In his opinion the timbers known as the ribs 
were rotten. 

The schooner John F. Miller, Capt. B. H. 
Hanson, arrived today with a cargo of jum- 
ber. Capt B. H. Hanson says that his vessel 
on Wednesday morning was about three miles 
further out at sea than the Annie Gee was. 
He noticed a fall in his barometer the pre- 
vious evening, the maximum being reached at 
midnight. when the mercury registered 29.8 
inches. The mercury rose, and in the early 
morning a very light wind blew from the 
southeast. At about 8 a.m. a slight breeze 
started from the northwest, and increased in 
strength till abcut 4 p.m. He continued in 
his purpose to come into port till about 1 
or 2 p.m., when he saw the waves were so 
heavy that he could not hope to make a 
mooring. when he stood out to sea. 

The schooner Annie Gee was lost on Hum- 
boldt bar about six years ago, where she re- 
mained under water for a time. Later she 
was raised and put into service, being in 
part rebuilt for the purpose. The bow fer- 
ward of the pawl bitt remains nearly intact 
a short distance from the water's edge. As 
soon as the minor wreckage is cleared from 
the beach the large and unsightly pieces of 
the hull will be towed to a distant point and 
deposited where they will be out of the way. 
All of the vessel’s papers were lost. The cap- 
tain says he lost instruments and cther rer- 
sonal] property amounting to about $500. The 
company’s wharves seem to have sustained

The Corwin Chasing Smugglers—Of- 
ficial Inspection of the Garbage 
Crematory—Ebanks Again Es- 
capes the Gallows—Mrs. McKen- 
zie Must Give Up Her Jewelry. 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 3.—[{Regular Correspond- 
ence.] At last the decd to the college campus 


has provid satisfactory to the Attorney-Gen- 


eral of the State, and word has been received 
here that the opinion of the Attorney-General 
on the matter has been forwarded by mail, 
upon receipt of which steps can b>: at once 
taken looking toward the construction of the 
much-talked-of Normal Schoo! building. 

The trouble that has necessitated the long 
delay in the beginning of the construct 01 
work has been remov: d, now that the title to 
the site has been accepted. W. R. Guy, act- 
ing president of the Board of Normal Scho 1 
Directors, will call a meeting of the b ard 
immed ately, to be heid in Sacramento in 
about two weeks, whin such action us my 
be necessary regarding the constructon of 
the Normal School bu:ldings will be taken. 
The meeting will be held in Sacramenio 'n 
order to secure the attendance of Gov. Budd 
and State Superintend: nt of Schoo's B ack, 
both of whom are ex-officio members of the 
Normal board. There are three members of 
the board yet to appoint, and the Gvveruor 
has the appointing of two of them, the sev- 
enth member to be appoinied by the r- 
mainder of the board, this member to b> the 
principal of the school, and must necessarily 
be a teacher. All appointments will, in all 
probability, be made very soon, and the con- 
tract let for the construction of the buildings. 

OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION.

But few of the city officials commt ed 
themselves, one way or the other, but the 
opinion prevails that the crematory will be 
accepted. But the Eighth Ward prople ere 
not idle, and every influence possible will be 
brought to bear upon the members of he 
Council to have them reject the institution 


and declare it a nuisance.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


All Outstanding Indebtedness Paid 
by November Returns. 

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 3.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.} The city’s November returns 
are large. and satisfactory, and will, it is 
thought, prove sufficient to pay all outstand- 
ing indebtedness. 

The water collections will amount to $550. 

The Marshal's report shows eighty-five er- 
rests, that netted $86 in fines. The old city 
property tax collections amounted to $529.75, 
and the new city collections to $1254.40; the 
street taxes to $140; the fines, $86; the who’e- 
sale liquor licenses $40; the retail liquor 
licenses, $600, and miscellaneous licenses, £20. 
The city’s receipts for November will closely 
approximate $8000. 

The tax levy this year provides about $28,0 0 
for expenses, and it has required close figur- 
ing eo far to make the revenue equal the ex- 
pense. On January 1, 1898, there falls due 
$8000 in water bonds, and interest to the 
amount of $5000. This will leave, besides the 
city’s regular income, about of the tax 
levy with which to run the city until next 
October. The city’s expenses average nearly 
$3000 a month, and less than half that sum 
is derived from local revenues. 

SAN BERNARDINO BREVITIES. 

The big Suman flouring mill is now in 
operation. The immense water wheel, 35 feet 
in diameter, is propelled by the force of 300 
inches of water, which Mr. Suman hopes soon 
to increase to 400 inches.

A Narrow Escape. 


POMONA, Dec. 3. — [Regular Corresepond- 
ence.] The warning sent out by the Weather 
Bureau of the frost expected Thureday n ght 
led to considerable apprehension, and, whil: 
no damage appears to have been done to or- 
anges, the escape was certainly a narrow 
one. At a point on Seventh sircet which 
represents about the lowest point at whieh 
oranges are grown here, mircury regi-ter 4 
44 deg. at 6 o'clock Thursday evening, fron 
which it fell stead.ly until 1 o'clock ths (Fri- 
day) morning. By 10 pe. it had re ch d 
the freezing point (32 deg..) gettng as low 
as 28 deg. at 1 o'clock, and remained alm, st 
stationary at that temperature until 6::0 
o’clock this morning. For five ard a haf 
hours the mercury thus stood at 28 d-z., 
while it was below the freezing point for n ne 
hours. Thus the dangerous f ature cf the 
frost was not only the temperature recorded, 
but the length of time at which the ow st 
temperature continued. These figurs are 
representative of the lowest temperature on 
th outskirts of the orange district, and with 
higher elevation the temperature ranged up- 
ward 5 or 6 deg. It ts thus evident tat. 
while no damage has been done throuzh th + 
section, the freedom from coannge on low 
land rests on a small margn. It is very 
probable that, in view of the duration of th 
cold spell, a temperature 2 deg. lower wou d 
have done great injury. and now it is poss'ble 
that in some spots sp cially expos d a lit’! 
fruit will show the effec’ of the cold ep i, 
but even this is improbable. 

What is said above of the exempton from 
damage applics to all the orang --croduc 
towns of th's section, while the great « u'k 
of oranges and lemons throughout ‘his sec- 
‘on are grown at altitudes whih insure e 
emperature several d grees above that giv n 
and consequent'y cons d rably removed from 
danger with such a frost. 

No other fruits are in a condition to be 
damaged and the ral locs is confined to a 
few erpecially delicate flowcring plants and 
vegetables.

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FIRE BONDS. 


CITIZENS URGED TO VOTE FOR 
| THE PROPOSED ISSUE, 


Btntement to the Public by the 
Fire 
Which are Expected to Result 
if the Nonds Carry. 


The Fire Commissioners have 
eued the following statement to the 
voters of the city, urging them to vote 
for the proposed issue of fire bonds, 
and setting forth the needs of the de- 
partment, and the economies expected 
to result if the bonds carry: 

“The qualified voters of the city of 
Los Angeles will, Tuesday next. De- 
cember 7, decide whether or net there 
sMall be a bond issue to the amount 
of $150,000, for the acquisition of cer- 
tain land, the construction of build- 
ings thereon, and the equipping of 
said buildings for the use of the fire 
department of the city, the cost of 
which improvements is too great to 
be paid out of the ordinary annual 
ificome and revenue of the city, and 
we, the undersigned, as members of 
the Board of Fire Commissioners of 
the city of Los Angeles, knowing that 
the best interests of the city demand 
the voting of bends for the purpose 
etated,. herewith make a statement of 
whe facts. sa_that all citizens may 
fully understand the many benefits 
that would follow such a bond issue. 

“The most urgent matter is the 
ownership of al) fire department houses 
by the city, and the immediate pur- 


chase of apparatus for the newly-an-. 


nexed districts, and other unprotected 
territory. 
There should be steam fire engine 


companies with combination wagons 
Jocated in the Sixth and Seventh 
wards. 


“There should be a steam fire engine 
and combination wagon, with lad- 
ders, in the vicinity of Westlake 
Park to cover the southwestern hills. 

“There should be two engine com- 
panies in the southwestern pertion of 
the city. say in the vicinity of Wash- 
ington and Hoover streets, and the 
Harper and University tracts. 

“The southeast and Vernon should 
be protected by combination chemical 
engines and hose wagons, and _ Pico 
Heights should be likewise provided 
Ne ag chemical, hose and ladder serv- 
ce 

“A hook and ladder truck is abso- 
lutely necessary in the vicinity of 
Main and Washington streets, to 
caver all that portion of the city lying 
south of Pico strect. 

“The East Les Angeles and Boyle 

Heights districts should have more ap- 
paratus, and be provided with com- 
Hination, chemicel and hose wagons 
with ladders. 
will agree that at no time will 
it be possible to obtain property at 
more advantageous figures, and that 
16 continue to pay rent when a big 
faving to the city can be effected, is 
néither sensible nor businesslike. 

“The city is paving out annually 
$8000 for rent of engine-houses. This 
is 4 per cent. on $200,000. With the 
$150,000 now asked for by the depart- 
ment, it is estimated that $90,000 will 
purchase lands and buildings neces- 
sary for the present and future needs 
of the department. and that $60,000 
will fully and completely equip. the 
houses with apparatus and provide 
electric alarm and all other appliances 
needed by an up-to-date fire depart- 


ment. 

'“There is more territory for . the 
department to cover than last year. 
The recently-annexed districts, com- 
prising some nin? square miles, to- 
gether with valuable building im- 
provements in parts of the city here- 
tofore requiring little protection, r:akes 
necessary the purchasing of more fire- 
fighting apparatus. All property 
within the boundary lnes of the city 
should be protected. 

“If the bonds are voted, there will 
be improvements, in addition to the 
houses and increased apparatus for 
the present department, as follows: 

“Five new houses, variously 
cated; one workshop in East Los An- 
geéles, four steam fire engines, nine 
cOmbination hose wagons, one hook 
and ladder for west end: for relief, 
one steam fire engine and two hose 
carriages. 

“It is also praposed to improve the 
fire-hydrant and fire-alarm systems. 
Double fire hydrants should be placed 
on the éasterly side of Broadway, 
Spring. Main and Los Angeles streets, 
in the middle of blocks extending on 
Broadway and Spring street from 
First to Seventh street, on Main street 
from Commercial to Seventh street, 
and on Los Angeles street from Aliso 
to Second street: said hydrants to be 
eennected with the large water main 
on the streets mentioned. At pres- 
ent the hydrants on the streets named 
are situated at corners and on the 
westerly side of the streets, necessi- 
tating in case of fire the use of long 
lines of hose, and great obstruction 
to street traffic. The district de- 
scribed covers, to a large extent, the 
conflagration hazard of the city, and 
ehould have the additional protection 
thus afforded. 

“There is also need of some fifty 

fire-alarm boxes to properly cover the 
forty-five square miles comprising the 
area of the city. There is also need 
of a modern equipment for the elec- 
trician’s office. 
‘It is out of the question to ex- 
pect to secure funds for these expedi- 
tures out of the general tax levy, and 
the annual appropriation for the de- 
partment fund is barely sufficient to 
pay salaries and operating expenses 
of the department, as now constituted. 
' “It must be borne in mind that the 
fssuance of these bonds will not in- 
erease the taxes, but that, to the con- 
trary, it will save to the city more 
than $2000 annually, and the city of 
Los Angeles will have the proud dis- 
tinction of possessing the best-equipped 
fire department of any city in the 
West. 

“Believing in the wisdom of such ac- 
tion, we most earnestly | urge the vot- 
ing of the fire bonds.”
